REMARKS 

Claims 1-8 have been amended and newly written claims 9-19 offered for 
consideration. 

Claims 1-8 have been amended to place them more in consistence with U.S. 
patent claiming practice and to eliminate possible ambiguities in claim coverage. 
Newly written claims 10-17 mirror claims 1-8, except they cover the situation of 
an underexposure of the image. Independent claim 9 is a generic claim covering 
both overexposure and underexposure processing techniques. Claims 18 and 19 
cover the detailed combination of claims 1-4 and 10-13, respectively. 

Entry and consideration of amended claims 1-8 and newly written claims 9- 
19 is respectfully requested. 

Having responded to all potential objections and rejections, it is submitted 
that claims 1-19 are in condition for allowance and notice to that effect is 
respectfully solicited.
